SETTLEMENT 
PROBLEM BY 
DR. CALDWELL 



Fourth Article Deals with the 
Movement Here. 

P. S. A.'S POPULAR. 

Relation of Settlement to' Peat- 
War Conflict of Labour and 
Capital. 

We continue herewith the excellent 
series of articles bfr Dr. Caldwell, 
which have been appearing in a Mon- 
treal weekly paper. 

In the first of this series Dr. Cald- 
well spoke of the new Bureau of So- 
cial Study and Social Service that 
Montreal is to have in connection with 
McOill and the other philanthropic and 
educative Influences of the city. He 
Indicated then how with the social 
needs of to-day, with the example of 
other cities and other universities, 
with the needs of the returning soldi- 
ers, and oo on, all before us — Montreal 
can no longer go on in the old partial 
and unintelligent way in the matter of 
reform and of social work. 

There are social workers of differ- 
ent kinds— in the Settlements, in the 
Y.M.C.A., in the Y.W.C.A., in the Red 
Cross societies, in the Hospital So- 
cial Services, in the Juvenile Court 
work, and so on, who all need to be 
brought together. And there are the 
university students who wish to de- 
vote their lives to social service. 

Every city now reqy.îyes a director 
of social service who will undertake 
the great work of co-ordinating the 
social work of the churches, the col- 
leges, the hospitals and asylums, the 
municipality, the various voluntary 
relief associations. 

In a second article be spoke ot the 
charity problem of to-day and of yes* 
t^day, not so much In itself, as in 
connection with. that entire reorgan- 
ization of our social efforts and of our 
social life generally that seems to be 
a necessity of the present. 

He referred in it to the determina- 
tion of the business men of Montreal 
to have done, if possible, with the hun- 
dred and. one tinkering charities and 
social schemes of the past. In the 
third article he spoke of the- Settle- 
ment movement as a tentative and 
well meant method of helping the 
people of the slums, by bringing dif- 
ferent classes of- society together to 
know each other, and to work togeth- 
er. He spoke of the movement in 
London, noticing the fact of the differ- 
ence between social customs and so- 
cial conditions in Britain and customs 
and conditions here. 

Even in the Old Country labour is 
not likely to regard the stop-gap 
work of the Settlements as every- 
thing. He continues the discussion of 
these difficult questions ' in this pre- 
sent article. >

THE CANADIAN STUDENT.'* 

New Stadaat Magazine, Edited 
hy Ernest Clarke, Has 
Started Weft. 

The following notable article ap- 
peared in the last number ot the "Can- 
adian Student" over the signature of 
George Irving. Mr. Irving, when last 
heard from, was engaged in the organ- 
isation of the Student Division of the 
United War Work Campaign In the 
United States. He will be remembered 
as the first Canadian, Student Y.M.C.A. 
secretary, and former editor of the 
North American Student. 

The "Canadian Student," In which 
the article appears, has secured a sue 
cessful start under the able guidance 
of Ernest H. Clarke, National Student 
Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., and it Is to 
hoped shortly to have some news 
of the McGill "Y" published la Its 
columns. 

"We are in our time having the com- 
forting experience of standing by the 
death-bed of several unmitigated im- 
postures. Of these, none has had, up 
to this time, a hardier life than the 
hoary eihortation 'Give until it hurts.' 
That humbug proposal is painfully 
breathing Its list, and we should all 
give hearty thanks for that mercy. 

"The one who iruly enters the 
spirit of giving is never hurt, and 
never can be. We must give (we now 
speak of the least expensive form of 
giving; to wit, monejt) Wil we think 
we can give no more, and then we 
must devise ways and means of giv- 
ing more.

LETTER ADDRESSED 
lOJffi WILLIAM 

Educational Reform and the 
Matter of School Attend- 
ance in Québec. 

The following open letter has been 
addressed to Sir Wm. Peterson by Mr. 
J. O. Vincent, Arts '07, who is now 
principal" of the Edward VII. School, 
V Dec. 2nd, 1918. 

Montreal: 

Sir William Peterson, K.C.M.O., 
Principal of McOill University. 
Dear Sir William,— As a graduate 
of old McGill I take the liberty of ad- 
dressing this open letter to you re- 
garding a subject which I know in- 
terests you very deeply. My purpose 
is to reach all members of' the Uni- 
versity. I wish to extend a very cor- 
dial and pressing invitation to all 
members of McGill to attend the 
Teachers' Convention, on Friday af- 
ternoon next, Dec. 6th, in the High 
School, when the matter of school at- 
tendance will be discussed In a pub- 
lic meeting. 

It gives me particular pleasure to 
be able to make such an appeal 
through you to McOill men and wo- 
men. The ideal University consists 
not merely of Us governors, profes- 
sors and students but also of Its grad- 
uates. It seems to me that Jast In 
so far as she keeps In touch wKh her 
graduates, and as they keep In touch 
with her, is the University enabled to 
fulfil her noble ideals to the full. 
What more natural than that a grad- 
uate should appeal to his Alma Ma- 
ter for help and sympathy In the con- 
duct of some great educational cam- 
paign? 

For while at first sight the Uni- 
versity has little to do with a com- 
pulsory attendance law for element- 
ary schools, yet education is one and 
indivisible. The uplift and inspiration 
must come. In large measure from the 
top. But the University also stands 
to benefit by everything which bene- 
fits the elementary schools. When 
the foundations are well laid so that 
the children are well taught, and when 
they are broadly laid so that all the 
children get their shore of benefit 
from the teaching given In the

excellent work along the same gen- 
eral educational and social lines has 
been accomplished in many of our 
cities. The movement went ahead 

partly in connection with the golleges 
and the universities and' with the 
"field work" of the different churches, 
and partly independently — as in the 
case of the celebrated Settlement of 
Jane Addams in the Stockyards dis- 
of Chicago. Hull House, more than 
twenty years ago, became a social 
centre of the very greatest Importance 
in the life and thought of the city of 
Chicago, a veritable exchange-centre 
of all kinds of Influence*, of currents 
and cross-currents (labour and capi- 
tal, for example) that might other- 
wise, some of them have, been diffi- 
cult to cope with. Its freedom and in- 
dependence, its social tact, Its broad 
far-seeing adaptation to the new social 
conditions of to-day reminded us Old 
Country visitors st once or Toynbee I session. 
Hall, London, or of the Edinburgh Set- only by 
tlement. Jane Addams had to be 
sure settled just as voluntarily, just 
as much at her own expense, and with 
her own plans, as had Denivon. or 
Toynbee, in Iondon. There was, of 
course, In Hull Houae the outstanding 
difference (characteristic of the con- 
tinent) that the residents were a re- 
adable set of young women. The 
American men of the time were doing 
their wonderful work in business that 
has made their country big enough to 
help to end this war. From Hull 
House much social work, and much 
social stimulus, emanated all over 
America. It produced reports and 
tttudles of great importance, and books 
of the highest creative merit. And it 
averted many social dangers of con- 
siderable magnitude from Chicago— In 
times of stormy elections, strikes, la- 
bour agitations and so on. 

And it sobered down and instructed 
many "hot heads" from different parts 
of Europe, who had vainly thought 
that they might round a new social 
order In America, or make America a 
fomenting place for anarchy and for 
radical upheavals.

I am aware, 
to be sure, that something has already 
been done in this connection even 
by women workers, that women, as 
well as men, have represented the 
Settlements and their communities on 
boards of various kinds— charity, 
boards health boards, factory inspec- 
tors' boards, garbage inspector', 
school Inspectors' boards, and so on. 
But such representation cannot be at 
its highest level without the eooper- 
tion of male residents— or permanent 
residents of the district. And It Is 
hard to get mes away from business 
or the work of life, or from legitimate 
rest and sport for "Settlement work" 
that is not a permanency, not a well- 
established thing.

right of anybody who comes to settle 
near somebody else for the sake of 
some supposed benefit to the latter 
person. 

This makes all Settlement work a 
much more difficult thing here than 
in Europe. 

The poor here, to their credit, re- 
sent being patronised, and they are 
often apt, in the case of social effort, 
to wonder what the reasons or the 
motives of the promoters of schemes 
really are. They wonder who is try- 
ing to "run" things, and whether the 
officials are paid for their work. And 
of course If they can get something 
for nothing, they will, like most peo- 
ple, take this something. But such 
"taking" is not satisfactory, and, as I 
said in a previous article, justice » 
what people want and not charity, 
not gifts of any kind. 

Then again the workers in our Set- 
tlements do not really settle (with 
their families) among the poor, as did 
Toynbee or Professor Geddes, or Pro- 
fessor Graham Taylor (of the Con- 
gregational Church Seminary) In Chi- 
cago. Our bead residents are gener- 
ally salaried, unmarried, ladles with 
a secretary and a housekeeper (also 
salaried). They do, of course. In a 
sense, settle in poor districts, but they 
must always somehow appear to be 
poor to be "agents," as it were, for 
somebody else, for some up-town col- 
lege, or church, or society *f privileged 
people. These privileged people

comparison with the number of male 
teachers in European countries— 
surely a half-hearted attitude, to the 
production of our most valuable com- 
modity—our future citliens. 

There is a very grave difficulty here, 
in fact, and even more so in the cans 
of the United States, of our culture 
taking on what must be described as 
a "feministic" trend. I am quite 
aware that we men are paying, In 
this war, and Indirectly making our 
women pay, a pretty heavy price for 
our sins of omission and commission 
In this matter of our devotion, to 
business and to sport rather than to 
higher things. 

The Effect ef this la Referai Politics. 

We know only too wall again that 
there are fewer men here taking up 
the career of public service, of poli- 
tics, In the great and grand sense of 
the term (things pertaining to the 
common weal) in comparison with 
Great Britain. What is everybody's 
business is nobody's business with us, 
as I said before. And as for the Set- 
tlements, the absence of resident men, 
of men who go out and come In (as 
men do out of a house or a business or 
a club), makes It more and more diffi- 
cult to get men, and "live" young- men. 
to frequent our Settlement buildings. 
It prevents people, too, In the district 
thinking of the Settlement as a seri- 
ous affair, a man's affair as well as 
an affair of women and children. 
Selfish men. too. in slum districts 



(some of them) come and go. as vol- are often too glad to have their wo- 



untary workers, but they do not real- 
ly settle in the district In question. 
The Oxford and Cambridge men on the 
contrary who lived In Toynbee Hall 
(while studying for the bar, or while 
working in the London hospitals) paid 
their own expenses, and really settled 
among the poor In the sense that they 
chose to reside there while they might 
have resided somewhere else. 
Hard to Get Men to Betide in Settle- 
ments. 

One of the great lacks therefore of 
(hé Settlements of this continent le 
the absence' of ths- male rtsklmt ele- 
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men and children attended to by phil- 
anthropies, If tbey themselves are left 
to their own selfish and aatl-soclal 
ways, to their own mere pleasure. 
The relation Indeed of the Settlement 
to the home in these days, when our 

whole life is being more and more ■ The (jTaeCLl Of 
externalized is certainly a serious 
problem. Bnt good labour meetings 
run by men for men, good discussion 
meetings for adults, open forums and 
so on, are all very difficult to attain 
to, in the absence of male residents 
in our Settlements, Men simply will 
not go Into bnfldtnsrs frequented

schools, then a massive educational 
superstructure can be built upon such 
a foundation, and it will be possible 
for every one to go as high in the 
educational ladder as his abilities will 
enable him to go. 

A committee of 10 members of the 
Teachers' Association was appointed 
at last Convention to study the mat- 
ter of a school attendance law. Their 
report has been printed and is being 
given to the public before Convention 
meets. It will be discussed on Friday 
afternoon from 2 to 4 o'clock. 

Certain of the' facts there present- 
ed can not fail to be of interest and 
vital moment to the University. Ac- 
cording to the last report of the Sup- 
erintendent of Public Instruction there 
was in 1915-16 only 416 pupils enroll- 
ed in the Eleventh or Matriculating 
Class. Not all of these passed. The 
experience tables of the U. S. Bureau 
of Education show that of the chil- 
dren In Grade 1 In 1006-07, there 
should graduate from a 12-year high 
school course 11.1 per cent, of them 
in 1918. The Protestant schools of 
Quebec have a 11-year course. Of 
those who were in the First Class in 
1905-06 there were enrolled In the 
Matriculating CIses in 1915-16 only 
4.4 per cent, of those who started 11 
years before. Not all of these will 
have graduated, but even if we omit 
that factor, McGill has about 2% times 
as poor a chance of getting Fresh- 
men from her own province and city 
as have the American universities. 
Undoubtedly a much larger per cent, 
of children would graduate from high 
school in Quebec. If they were kept in 
school over the critical years between 
11 and 14, when most hoys and girls 
are just forming their ideals of life. 
If the children in the Protestant 
schools of Montreal (public and high 
schools Included) ware to be divided 
into two equal lots according to ages 
so as to make a younger division and 
on older division, the dividing line 
would very nearly coincide with the 
middle of the Third Year, when chil- 
dren arc promoted from Third Year, 
First Halt to Second Half. Such sta- 
tistics, showing how children drop 
out of school, vitally affect the Uni 
versity, for the ranks of the upper 
grades are greatly depleted b? rea- 
son of children dropping out of school 
lower down. 

According to the figures of the 1911 
census with reference to school at- 
tendance, Montreal stands 61st In a 
table of 64 cities with a population of 
7,000 or over, when these cities are 
arranged In order of the per cent, of 
children between 7 and 11 years who 
are attending school. Of the chil- 
dren within these ages Montreal had 
:.",19 per cent, or 16,788 out of 72,393 
who were not In echoof at all during 
the calendar year 1910. 

There are presented In the report 
certain desirable features of an at- 
tendance law. The details of these 
recommendations may not be in the 
form in whieh they will eventually be 
adopted In Qucbee. The Committee is 
not so much concerned about these 
particular details, except as thowlng 
how such a law could be worked out 
here without doing injury to the con- 
science of anyone. We have been 
: asked If we would be satisfied with 
other details or even with another 
measure that would produce the same 
results. We replied that we would. 
The sole purpose and aim of this 
■ movement is to get and keep the chil- 
dren In school untfl 14. If there is 
I any other means by which this re- 
sult can be obtained, it should be con- 
sidered very carefully and calmly. 
But fdr the moment, I am aware of 
none. Practically every country of 
the educated world has had to have 
recourse to an attendance law, the 
last being Belgium in 1904.

"But we must ever ha concerned 
mainly about the motive for giving 
and that is closely related to the ob- 
jects to which wa give. 

"Just now the students of Canada 
are planning to give in a manner 
worthy of the cause, to the definite 
foreign missionary causes of the 
churches. 

"Why should we go to students, as 
a class, and urge them to give, in a 
hitherto undreamed of way, to foreign 
missions? 

I. 

"1. Whila I am not simple- minded 
enough to think that the foreign mis- 
sionary enterprise aa usually narrowly 
understood, includes the whole work 
of the Church, it is the organizing and 
fertilizing idea at the centra of all the 
Church's work. We cannot gat away 
from the fact written on evary page 
of the Church's history, that a sharp, 
clear, persistent emphasis on the ef- 
fort to evangelize the réglons beyond 
has ever been the Church's emerging 
and vitalizing agency, 

a. 

"But even granting tils, why aak 
for money from students? Is not the 
student field a somewhat uninviting 
one for financial support? Students 
have money to give for evarytking 
that interests them sufficiently, and 
we should ask them to give it in an 
intelligent and large way. The fol- 
lowing are a few reaaoaa which aeam 
to be compelling for asking for a 
great gift from students for advanced 
foreign missionary work: 

"1. In no other way can wa so suraly 
arouse the attention of students and 
have them consider the matters which 
should be concerning all thoughtful 
Christiaas to-day. 

"2. Such an effort to secure funds 
will compel us to make clear what 
heeds clarification — that the com- 
mands and teachings of Jesus are 
supreme and undebatabje la war as la 
peace. 

"3. Such a campaign will força all 
of us to re-examine and re-state our 

convictions aa to the indispenaakility 
or Jesus Christ. The moment we aak 
a fallow student to giva in a large way 
to send a missionary to China, the 
question will be asked, with bow force 
In our lime: 'Have I anything to aend 
to China which is worth the cost of 
curtailing my own personal expendi- 
tures?' Wo know we hava; but that 
Is not enough. Others muat aaa and 
know that this conviction ia stronger 
than life or death with us and they 
must, if possible, be brought to a like 
conviction. 

"4. Moreover, such a campaign will 
give us an unequalled opportunity to 
Interpret the war aa an Integral part 
of the forward moving Kingdom of 
God. On this point there la atlll much 
haziness. 

"5. Most important of all, this ef- 
fort will help to frouse oursolvaa and 
tbe whole Church to the business of 
inking Jesus Christ seriously. Of all 
tbe objects to be accomplished by the 
war may this at least be wall done, 
that those who say they foTTow Christ 
shall undertake to do so in every re- 
lationship of tbelr lives. 

"This call, whi-h is being sound -d 
out to the college man and women of 
Canada, to give for world evangelisa- 
tion large sums of money out of whai 
they themselves can earn or save, will 
be one of the most potent means of 
doing this."

In connection with the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce, Sir 
George Foster, has established an ex- 
hibit and publicity bureau which has 
in charge the preparation of moving 
pictures for exhibition abroad and 
the exhibition in Canada of samples 
of manufactured articles required In 
countries overseas where Canada has 
trade commissioners and commercial 
Meats. 

Mr. B. E. Norrlsh, who has been 
placed in charge of the exhibits and 
publicity bureau, is an applied sci- 
ence graduate of Queen's University 
and has had practical experience as 
an engineer. Before entering the 
service of the Department of Trade 
and Commerce he served in the De- 
partment of the Interior as engineer 
and chief draughtsman in the Water 
Power Branch. Mr. Norrlah has been 
given direction over all Canadian Gov- 
ernment moving picture worlt. He has 
associated with him Mr. Arthur E. 
Reeves, one of the best moving pic 
ture photographers in America, and a 
! staff of capable assistants. 

By means of moving pictures of all 
j the important industrial activities 
i from the Atlantic to the Pacific it is 
proposed to advertise Canada abroad 
in every country where the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Branch has repre- a foreign land, 
sentatives. Already Canadian trade 
commissioners have made arrange- 
ments for the exhibition of some of 
the Canadian films in the United King- 
dom, Australia. New Zealand and South 
, Africa, and they have been teen by 
j large audiences of business men.
